LEGISLATION 

When the present administration 
took over the reins of government ins- 
urance in force on government build- 
ings was $7,778,050. This amount 
Was covered by 1,235 policies of which 
80 percent were held by Amercian co- 
w panies, Under the new set up, There 
are now only 69 policies and these are 
held by Llyods of London. 

Premium cost for the old policies was 
$145,881.91 on three years. Premium 
cost for new policies is $55,042.87 on 
three years thus saving the taxpayers 
$90,839.54 on the three years or $30,279 
-66 per year, 

High lights of the bill 

Provision is made in the act to ena- 
ble the Government to authorize age- 
ats of existing companies and others 
to act as agents for the governments 
insurance office, whose minister will 
be the Provincial secretary. 

Appointments to positions in or con- 
ected with the insnrance office will be 
made by the Lieutenant -Governor in 
Council and where after all employees 
will be under the control of the mini- 
ster. 

The act provides that every depart- 
ment of the government and every 
city, town, village, and municipal 
district shall furnish all information 
vequired in the minimizing of fire risk 

It provides that all payments of the 
insurance office shall be made by che- 
que or transfer voucher; the Provine- 
ial treasurer shall advance 
from the general revenue fund, such 
sume that are from time to to time 
cequired for financing the said bus- 
siness, 

The act provides for the transfer to 
the General Revenne fund of cash su- 
epluses not required for the financin 
of such business. _. 7 i 

This act came into force April 31d 
1939, 

Investments revealed that for 1985 
36-37 fire insurance companies operat- 
ing in Alberta paid in loss claims only 
$4.17 percent of the money actualy rec 
eivedin premiums. {This — gave {the 
companies a gross profit of 65.83 per- 
cent, New Zealand operation's cost 
48.52 percent based on a five year 
period, Allowing this percentage fo, 
»yperationsin Alberta a three years 
average profit accruing to the various 
companies would be 22.32 percent.
